COLONIAL  FAMILY  HISTORY. 

John  Morris,  of  Yev  Haven,  Captain 
John  ■orris  of  Newark. 

An  article  published  ia  Tux  Rjbookd 
of  May  29,  1996,  from  a  paper  in  the 
N.  Y.  Mail  and  Express,  gave  an  oat 
line  of  the  Eoglisb  origin  of  the 
Morris  family  sad  of  Lewis  Morris, 
the  signer  of  tbe  Declaration  of  lode 
peudeuce,  who  died  at  Morriaiauia 
in  1798,  and  of  Oonveraear  Morris. 

The  ancient  Newark  branch  of  tbe 
Morris  family  ia  of  tbe  same  English 
origin.  John  Morris  came  to  Con¬ 
necticut  about  thirty  years  before 
Richard  Morris  came  from  Barbadoea 
and  located  in  Westchester  County, 
New  York.  John  Morris  was  one  of 
two  brothers  who  settled  in  America 
as  aarly  as  1639,  for  they  were  sign 
ers  of  tbe  Plantation  Coteuant  at  New 
Haven.  John  Morris,  in  166T,  signed 
the  fundamental  agreement  which 
made  kirn  one  of  tbe  founders  of  tba 
Newark  settlgjpeut  on  the  Passaic, 
although  ia  transcribing  tbe  old  town 
reoord  of  this  fact,  the  uaina  erron- 
oualy  appears  as  MYb  >ums”  Morris. 
Later  iu  the  town  records  the  name 
appears  stMply  "Mr.  Morris  ’  He 
cause  to  Newark  but  went- back  to 
New  Haven,  where  l-e  died  in  1678. 
At  tbe  time  of  tbe  funding  of  New 
ark  be  was  a  w  blower  mid  married 
Elizabeth  Lam  peon,  widow,  early  in 
the  year  1666.  Hia  eldest  son,  John 
Morris,  was  lx.ru  Dee.  16,  1666, 
probably  at  New  Haven.  He  was 
tbe  first  of  the  Bloomfield  Morris 
family. 

Ia  1668  Johu  and  Elizabeth  Mor¬ 
ris,  "fate  of  New  Haven, **  were  guard¬ 
ians  of  Hopestill  Lyue,  daughter  of 
John  Lyne,  first  husbaud  of  Mrs. 
Morris,  and  she  was  tbe  daughter  of 
Richard  Harrison  of  West  Kirby, 
Cheshire.  Elizabeth  Morris  survived 

her  husb^j^l^a^  ^ 

'mother  made  of  the  ea- 
tate."  Hia  father's  plot  of  land  as 
originally  drawn  in  tba  allotment  iu 
the  town  on  the  Passaic  was  No.  31. 
By  an  old  map  this  farm  lot  appears 
as  situated  at  the  corner  of  Orange 
and  High  Streets.  On  a  later  map 
made  about  1800  this  plot  bears  au

and  Ambrose.’’  Stephen  and  Sam¬ 
uel  were  to  have  this  property,

bad  been  written.  He  was  buried  jb 
the  old  church  burial  ground  in  New¬ 
ark,  from  which  tbe  bones  and  grave¬ 
stones  of  tbeee  earliest  settlers  were 
removed  a  few  years  ago  to  Fairinoulrt 
Cematery.  Tba  inscription  on  “*" 
tombstone  is  "Capt.  John 
Died  October  ye  Md,  1749,  in 
year  of  his  age.”

1704,  with  Samuel  Harrison,  he  was 
chosen  in  town  meeting  "to  contrive 
and  oversee  the  building  of  a  gall*  ry 
in  tbe  meeting  bouae."  This  quaint 
stone  building,  besides  ita  conseorat 
ed  use  aa  tbe  Old  First  Church  of 
Newark,  was  also  the  original  court 
bouse,  also,  in  case  the  emergency 
arose,  it  was  a  fortified  place  for  pri  - 
tection  against  attack  by  tbe  Indiana. 

Tbe  Indiana,  however,  were  very 
peacabta  and  bad  no  particular  cause 
of  enmity,  as  tbe  pjfrshU  bad  por- 
c  based  tbe  land  of  tbe  Ltd  fane  for  a 
lair  consideration.  Nevertheless, 
news  of  Indian  afaodtiee  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  elsewhere  put  tbe  New¬ 
ark  settlers  on  tbeir igjtjard. 

In  1702  Captain  Moma  «i  Asses¬ 
sor  ;  in  1706  Overseer  of ’the  Poor; 
and  in  1721  Collector.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried,  though  -bis  fife’s  name,  beyond 
tba  fret  that  iUwa#  Sarah,  we  have 
been  unable  to  obtain.  Doubtless 
sbe  was  like  himself  ol  storting  .Puri 
Abe  died  Bepl.  8,  1739, 
aged  7{w  Tbeir  children 
John,  Stephen  and  Daniel,  who 
among  the  scholars  taught  in  tbe 
school  of  Rev.  John  Prudden,  pastor 
of  the  church  uy  to  1706.  Denier 
Morris  went  to  Baskin gridge  and  was 
settled  there  in  1744.  John,  Jr.,  died 
•boat  1730  leering  two  sooe,  Zebulon 
and  Beimel,  who  by  will  of  Cap*. 
Morrie  received  one  third  of  th#  W 
tato,  then  comprising  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  acres  In  1761  Samuel 
sold  his  part  to  his  uncle  Stephen  for 
"two  hundred  and  thirty -five  pounds, 
current  money.”  By  tbe  said  will
